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Philalethes, Somewhat I heard 
this Evening praier from our Pa- 
ſtor in his Catechiſticall Expoſi- 
tions vpon the fifth Commande- 
ment, * Honour thy Father and thy 
Mother : who taught, that vnder 
theſe pious and reuerend appel. 
lations of Father and Mother, are 
comprized not onely our Natu- 
rall Parents., but likewiſe all 
higher rm_ , and eſpeciallie 
ſuch as haue Soucraigne authori- 
2 » asthe Kings and Princes of 
the carth, 

Theodidactws , As this doctrine 
ſo ffkrangevnto you , as to make 
yon muſe thereat 2 

Philaletbes, God forbid : for 


I am well aſſured of the trueth 
thereof, both out of the word of 
God, and from the light of Rea- 
ſon, The ſacred Scriptures doe 
Rile Kings and Princes the Þ »wr- 
ſmg Fathers of the Church, and 
therefore the nurſing Fathers al- 
ſo of the Common-weale: theſe 
ewo ſocictieshauing ſo mutuall a 


depen- 
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dependanee, that the welfare of 
the one is the proſperitie of the 
other, 

And the cuidence of reaſon 
teacheth, that there is a ſtronger 
andhigher bond of duty berween 
children and the -Father of their 
Country, then the Fathers of pri- 
uate families, Theſe procurethe 

ood onely of a few, and not 
without the aſſiſtance and prote= 
Ction of theother, who are the 
common foſter-fathers of thou. 
ſands of families, of whole Natis 
ons and Kingdomes, that they 
may liue vnder them an honeft 
and peaceable life, 

There being ſo firme and.neere 
an obligement of ſubjeRs in dury 
and obedience vnto their Prince, 
I could not bur ſeriouſly meditate 
with ry ſelf, or rather enter into 
ſome theughtfull admiratio,how 
there ſhould be any fo far vonatu- 
rall and forgerfull of their manie 
wayes bounden and inbred du-

by a ſolemne Oath. 

Theodidactus, Huch is the ge- 
nerall pzauitie and co2ruption of 
men, thatin moſt Kingdomesand 
Conunon-weales, therehaueeuer 
riſen ſome Heditions Corathes , 
and rebellious Shebaes, 

Philalethes, It may bee vpon 
ſome extraordinaric prouocati-- 
on by the cruel! oppreſsions and 
inſoient Tyrannies of Gouer- 
nours. 

Theedidactus, Nay,ftequently 
men onely ont ofpzive and ambiti- 
on, 02 out of a blinde and intempe- 
rate zeale o2 from the effect of both 
(when they are checked by p reines 
of gouernement) repining diſcons 
tent hane ſowne the tares of ſediti- 
on againſf the moſt vertuous and 
religions P2i22ces:and vngrateful- 
ly plotted their ruine, euen when 
they hane bene moſt p2opitious and 
indulgent towards them,

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mercifull and compaMonafe then 
King Dauid , ag being faſhioned

Veſpatian euen compoſed of mild- 
neſſe and Clemencie © had daily 
creaſons againſt him; and his ſon © 5***. cap.25. 
Titus foz hts pleaſing and amiable 
vertnes, fearmed by 4 Succonius, 
the loue and delight of mankind, © S#et.cap.z.

But leauing ancient and foz- 
raigne, and to inſtance in Pos 
derne and Domeſticke erawples 
(as molt powerfull to perſwade,

Mateſties clemencte towardes the 
Romaniſts, and papall faction, af 
his happie enterance info thig 
Kingdome, was rare and admiras 
ble ; eſpectally , if we conſider 
their diſloyalty and ſanguinary at- 
tempts againſf Qvzznz Er1- 
Z ABETH Of bleſſed memozy, one- 
ly vnder p2efence of pzomoting 
their ſuperſtition , wherennto his 
Dateſtie was a conſtant and p2o- 
feſfed oppoſite, as well as his Roy- 
all Siſter. 

Jn the beginningofQueene 


o&&y of Elizabeths reigne, the * moſt part 


of ſuch as were addicted fo the 
Roman Superſtition, communi- 
cating with vs4n dintne Service , 
lined free. from all priniſhmeat oz 
moleſtation, and entoyed com- 
mon fauours and benefites with 
other of her Dateſticsloyall Sub- 
iects. Df which their pzactiſe, the 
Pope becing adnertiſed by ſome 
ternent and zealous Komaniſtes , 
and that hereby in time his ad- 
berents 
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herents would by little and little 
whollie conſociate 

with ourCharch , and ſoall hope 
would bee loſtby a home partie, 
of reducing this Kingdome vnto 
his ſubiection , outof which his 
P2edeceſſo2s had gathered ſuch 


rich Treaſures -- Pius Quintus 41,0 pomini 
to p2euent ſo areat a damage bntfo x 569.114 Reg, 
the SeaofRome,and fo2 this pur- £/x.

lizabeth an Heretique, and that 12, Elx, 


ſuch as did cleave vnto her,ſhold 
incurre his curſezrhat ſhe was de- 
priued of all Dominion and dig- 
nity;that her Nobles and people, 
or any other that had ſworn obe- 
dience vnto her, were freed from 
this oath, and from al Allegiance 
and fidelity ; commanding them 
not to obey her lawes ypon paine 
of his curſe. 

And that this Bull nught bee 
themoze generally knowne vnto 
Romaniſts, and to gaine vndoubs 
ted credence therennfo , hee-car 
ſedif to bee P2inted at Rome, to 
be ſigned by a Publique Notarte , 
ſealed with the Scale ofhis Conrt:

cles foz Fugitiues and diſconten- 
ted perſons in England, to bg in- 
fkructed in Schoole-points of Sc- 
dition (as it is manifeſt by the 
WBookes and watings of their then 
chefe Maiſters and MD2acles

thence fo bee ſecretly connetghed

Pon know how 
before the comming of Ca &arsr 
the viſible Church was onely a- 
monglt the Jewes ; and that 
whiles they were Captines bn- 
der the Pcrſian Ponarches, A(- 
ſuerus at theinſtigationof Haman 
ſent fozth a decree to © deſtroy a Eftery, 
them all both young and old, chil- 
dren and wocmen, in one day, 
Hecre the whole Church. bp the 
barbarous defignement of Aſﬀuc- 
rus,ſemed to be in the verp tawes 
of death; pet they take no armes, 
they conſult not how to povſon 
Aſſuerus 02 Haman, thep animate 
no deſperate perſon ſwdvenly fo 
ſtab them 3 but there was onclp 
b oreat forrow amongſt them, and Þ Eſter, ca, q, 
falting and weeping, many lying 
in ſackecloth and aſhes, to hun» 
ble them ſeines vader the mighty 
hand of G DD fo? their ſinnes, 
and to auert his w2zath hanging o- 
ner thcir heads, by the cruelty of 
ſo bloudp a Tyzant. 
And the ancient Chaiſtians, 
vppon 
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bppon thelike occaſions, imitafey 
theſe Jewes. Fo2 when thep were 
thzceatned by Tulian the Apoſtata, 
with an vtter extinction of Chri-
